Lewis Holland Puts Him to Sleep in

SHYDER REMAINED UNCONSCIOUS FOR 
A FULL THIRTY SECONDS. 


The Bout as Originally Arranged Was to 
Have Been Between Holland and & 
Man Named Cornwall, But Snyder 
Incsisted on Taking Cornwall’s Place— 
Fight Pulled Off in a Cellar. 


Jack Snyder, the son of Rev. John Snyder, 
pastor of the Church of the Messiah, made 
his second appearance in a pugtilistic ring 
Jast Wednesday night with disastrous -re- 
gults. His antagonist was Lewis Holland, 
@ilocalathiete of note. The scene tof the 
fight was the basement of a private residence 
on Frarklinavenue, near Garrison avenue. 
The contest lasted three rounds ang end- 
ed in Aa knock-out for Snyder. 
The fight was unpremeditated, but was very 
spirited nevertheless. Holland and a man 
mMamed Cornwall, who are to take part 
in the coming Pastime Athletic Club 
sporte, had arranged to have a 
boxing match at the Franklinavenue dwell- 
ing last Wednesday night. Snyder heard of 
the arrangement and determined, it is 
gaid, to meet Hollanc and ‘‘do’’ him 
up. He therefore went to the 
house, and entered the basement, where 
Holiand was incasing his limbs in tights 
preparatory to his bout with cornwall. Sny- 
Ger, it is alleged, began to ‘*guy’’ 
Holland. A common friend bappened fn and 
fntroduced Messrs Snyder ana Holland. 

TOOK CORNWALL’S PLACE. 

Mr. Snyder then took off his street 
apparel, slipped into tights, donned 
the boxing gloves intended for 
Cornwall and faced Holland, who meanwhile 
had assumed a defensive position. The first 
round resulted in even honors forthe men. 
Each gaveand received biows ina cheerful 
spirit of reciprocity. The second round was 
quite different. Holland determined to end 
the contest as quickly as Corbett concluded 
bis mill with Mitchell. He therefore followed 
the tactics of the world’s champion. 
Hie xnocked Snyder to the floor twice and 
punished him severely. The callof time 
saved Snyder from further punching. 

THE KNOCKOUT. 

Holland resumed his offensive tactics in 
the third round and showered blows upon 
Bnyder. One stinging right-Rander sent 
Spyder to the floor as if he had 


received an electric shock. He lay 
rostrate, unconscious condl- 
n Tor seconias., Every 
effort was resuscitate him. 
lt will be remembered that young Snyder 
principal part in a fight 
well-known young man in 
stable oD Grand avenue 
in 1892. Several rounds were fought. The 
youths had prepared for the fray with 
much daliligence and were thirsting fo 
gore. The result was a defeat for Spyder, 
who was punished very severely by his ad- 
versary. 
Mr. Holland was seen and stated 
that the fight had occurred and 
he had knocked out young Snyder in the 
third round as reported.

MIKE BOLAND IS DEAD. 


The Clan-Na-Gael Implicated in the Cro- 
> nie Murder. 


Kaweas Citrr, Mo., April 23.—Michael Bo- 
land, one of the celebrated triangle of the 
OClan-na-Gael, died at his home in this city, 
ja the Tenant Flats, corner Sixteenth street 
and Troost avenue, at 11:30 o’clock to-day. 

He had been sick for three weeks, but bis 
death was entirely unexpected until the 
fatal turn in his iliness came, about two days 
ago. He had been confined to the house wit 
a malarial disorder and had so far recovered 
from this complaint that he notified his law 
partner that he would be at the 
omfice to resume work in Aa day 
or two. Just about that time.

enfeebied condition of his system, blood pols- 
oning resulted.

REGARDING RECIPROCITY. 


Senator Washburn’s Speech on the Ques- 
tion of Treaties. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 23.—Senator 
Washburn of Minnesota addressed 
the Senate, devoting his time almost entire- 
ly to the proposition in the tariff bill to re- 
peal the reciprocity clause to the McKinley 
law. In his opening remarks he discussed 
briefly the various tariff acts since 1846. Com- 
ing down tothe proposed repeal ofthe reci- 
procity provisions in the law of 1890, he said: 

**There is probably no section of the coun- 
try where the effect of reciprocity treaties 
with foreign nations consummated by the 
wisdomand persistent effortof Mr. Blaine 
under the late Administration have been so 
marked and favorable as the States of the 
Northwest. I am not only opposed, Mr. 
President, to termination of the reciprocity 
arrangements already existing between the 
United States and other countries, but Iam 
in favor of applying the same principle In all 
our foreign trade.’’ 

Senator Washburn sald that Democrats of 
the Finance Committee and members of the 
House had misgivings about the repeal of 
the reciprocity clause of the act of 1890. He 
said that the direct appeal of the reciprocity 
clause and abrogation of the treaties was 
made necessary inorder to makeit possible 
to collect duties on sugar. The people of the 
United States did not want the reciprocity 


treaty terminated, although the President 
was directed to so inform countries with 
whom the treaties were made. 

‘*You wllifind, Mr. President,’’ said he, 
**that the abrogation of these arrangements 
will be the most unpopular piece of lexgisla- 
tion that Congress has enacted or will enact, 
and thatit will be resented by the citizens 
of the southern Republics and colonies as 
well as by the people of the United States. 

“*I have received information, Mr. Presi- 
dent, by means whichIlam not permit*sd to 
describe, that the governments of the, ‘her 
American republics regard the pr ed 
action in Congress on this subject as anun- 
warranted and inexcusable exhibition of 
selfish indifference to their friendship and 
their welfare, and the passage of this act 
will go very far to destroy alithe good effects 
that have followed the endeavors of this 
Government to promote closer social and 
commercial relations withthem. They can- 
not resent this as an insult, but I warn this 
committee that they will enter a solemn 
protest against what they consider a breach 
of faith on the part of the United States. 

**Under these treaties,’’ said senator 
Washburn, ‘‘the United States stands in 
position to command anda control the greater 
share of the trade of the tropical rtion of 
the southern continents, and it ‘/ possible, 
by surrendering the duties on wv Al, copper, 
lead ore and some other art) 4s,to nego- 
tiate similar arrangements Ath Mexico, 
Chili, Uruguay and the Arg.utine Republic, 
whose foreign trade annually exceeds the 
sum of $50,000,000, and whose imports an- 
nually pass $250,000,000. All of the articles I 
name, except lead ore, are placed upon the 
free list by the pending Dill, without asking 
anything in return or giving an opportunity 
by diplomatic negotiations to secure valuable 
concessions for the benefit of our farmers 
and mechanics. 

**Not only does this Dill repudiate and re- 
jectallthe advantages that have been ob- 
tained for our producers in the Southern 
nations, but it throws away forever the pros- 
pectofr obtaining a market for at least 100,- 
000,000 of the surplus products of our farms 
and factories which we cannot sell at home, 
Much money has already been invested, and 
much time has been spent in the introduction 
ot our merchandise into Southern markets; 
in the estavlishment of agencies; in the 
study of the tastes and requirements of peo- 
ple ana conditions of trade, and in making 
the acquaintance of the buyers and consu- 
mers tn the Latin-American countries and 
@olonies. 

‘*,ito demonstrates that the advantage of 
the reciprocity arrangements bas been 
recognized and appreciated -by those for 
whose benefits they were intended, but just 
now as they are beginning to see the results 
oftheir efforts, the majority of this Con- 
gress proposes to deprive them ofthe ad- 
vantages they enjoy.’’ 

Mr. Washburn declared thatthe only in- 
crease in ourtrade during the past year of 
hard times was with the reciprocity coun- 
tries, while therejhad beena falling off In 
other countries. Discussing the treaty with 
Brazil he said that trade relations had been 
disturbed by the revolution and this was not 
a time for a fair test. 

Senator Wasiliburn gave a great deal of at- 
tention to the results of the treaty with 
Cuba, in the course of which he said 

**In conversation with American mer. 
chants and others doing business in Cuba, I 
learned that the effects of the commercial 
relations created by this arrangement had 
been really remarkable and increasing in 
importance and magnitude day by day. The 
Americans doing business there are more 
than satisfied with the results. The Cubans 
are satisfied and everyone is satisned ex- 
cepting Spain itselfand the representatives 
of other continental countries.’’ 

Mr. Washburn sketched with some detail 
the results of reciprocity with Southern 
American countries and then turned his at- 
tention to the German treaty, which he 
spoke of agin many respects the most im- 
portant of the several commercial ariange- 
ments negotiated by the last administration 
under the authority of the reciprocity sec- 
tlon of the McKinley act. As tothe proposed 
abrogation to the treaties, he said 

‘*The commercial arrangements which 
were entered into by the United states under 
the authority of sec. 6 of what is familiarly 
k}own as the McKinley law, are solemn com- 
pacts between this and friendly nations 
which cannot be carelessly kicked aside like 
@ memorial from a Legislature or an appeal 
from some domestic industry whose pros- 
perity isthreatened. They have the sanctity 
of formal treaties, and if they are to be ter- 
minated it should be done without national 
dishonor. 

‘*There must be good reasons toshow why 
this Government Gesires to withdraw from 
such compacts and asks to be released from 
its obligations.’’ 

‘*‘No Government,’’ he said in conclusion, 
‘*‘ever threw away a greater opportunity to 
promote its foreign trade and secure com. 
mercial advantages for its citizens than is 
being sacrificed by the pending bil). 
only arethe reciprocity treaties that were 
made by the last Administration to be abso. 
lutely and peremptorily revoked without 
consulting the rights and Wishes of the other 
parties to the aareements, 
upon a long list of imported merchandise 
are to be removed and reduced without even 
giving the countries which will enjoy the 
benefits achanceto offer us some conces.- 
sions in return. ’’

MOBS IN-LINE. 


Alabama Striking Miners Parade 
the Streets of Birmingham. 


They Declare the Convicts Must Be 
Driven From the Coal Fields. 


GOV. JONES CALLED TO THE SCENE OF 
THE RIOTOUS DEMONSTRATION. 


White and Black Workingmen Join 
Hands in the Demand for Better 
Wages—Mottoes on Some of the Ban- 
ners Carried in the Procession—Troops 
Held in Readiness to Put Down Dis- 
turbances—The Situation in the East- 
ern Coal Fields. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., April 23.—The striking 
miners reached here at 9 o’clock this morn- 
ing several thousand strong and marched 
through the city with their own bands at 
their head, The whole division then went 
out to Lakeview, a suburb, and speeches 
condemnatory of H. F. Debardeleben, man- 
ager of the Tennessee Coal, Iron and Rallway 
Co.’s mines were made. Gov. Jones has es- 
tablished headquarters at the Morris Hotel, 
and is in hourly consultation with Sherif 
Morrow and the officers of the 24 regiment. 

The soldiers have been ordered to report to 
their armories andare ready tosally forth 
ata moment’s notice, Col. Clark, command- 
‘ng, has issued strict orders, and every sol- 
dier has been made torespond. Seventy-five 
strikers, threatened with arrest for intimi- 
Gating workers, left Blue Creek in a body 
last night and marched to Birmingham, 
where this morning they helped to swell the 
parade. 

In the parade the negroes and whites were 
sandwiched indiscriminately, one banner 
reading: *‘‘A Colored Brother and a White 
Miner Carry Their Banners Together.’’ On 
another banner was: ‘**The Convicts Must 
Go.’’ Onathird wasthe inscription: ‘*‘We 
Wil Not Work for 85 Centsifit Takes Four 
Years and War tothe Knife.’’ 

Many arrests have been made for intimida- 
tion, and sixty more deputies were sent to 
the various mines this morning. 

Gov. Jones sent for acommittee from the 
miners this morningand held a conference 
with them for two hours. The Governor 
gives it out thatthe committee assured him 
there would be no violence, and that any 
striker inclined to be unruly would De taken 
in hand by his brethren. 

The Governor's opinion is that there is now 
no Ganger of acollision and he will not issue 
ageneralorderto the Statetroops at large, 
but continue to keep these at Birmingham on 
notice for cautionary purposes at Blue Creek. 
Last night Tom Carter and John Tarner, 
two strikers, fired into the house of Bill 
Willlams,a worker, and eame near killing 
him. They were put under arrest. Addi- 
tional deputies have just left for the convict 
prison at Coalburg. 


Guarded by Police. 

Detroit, Mich., April 23.—Everything was 
quiet in the vicinity of the water-works ex- 
tension in Grosse Point this morn- 
ing. A renewal of rioting by the Polish 
laborers over the question of wages had been 
anticipated, but when digging began but few 
malcontents were to be seen. Only about 
thirty shovelers began work, but 165 officers 
are on hand to protect them. The Poles are 
following the advice of their priests and 
labor leaders to keep away from the scene.

Decided Nox to Strike. 

SEATTLE, Wash., April 23.—The interest in 
the local strike now centers in whether the 
Northern Pacific men will strike.

RESUMED WORK. 


The St. Louis & Chicago Electric Road 
Again Under Way. 


The Chicago & St. Louls Electric Rallroad 
Co., which during the depression of 
last year in business cireles rather 
dropped out of sight !s again coming 
to the front. Dr. Wellington Adams 
stated this morning to a Pos® DISPATCH 
reporter that acting under the orders of 
the company a corps of contractors with 
their men had reported at the Chicago end 
of the route ready to commence the work 


of laying the road bed immediately. 

It is the present intention of the 
corporation to build astretch of the road 
from Chicago to Aipine Heights. a distance 
of twenty miles, equip it with rolling stock 
and operate it in order to demonstrate to an 
extremely skeptical public the practicability 
of the plan. 

When the scheme was first talked of it 
seemed such a tremendous revolution of all 
preconcerted ideas of rapid transit that the 
majority of people deemed it entirely vis- 
lonary. Its promoters, however, bave 
stuck to lt and despite unforeseen obdstacics 
appear not to have given up hope yet. 

‘*‘Who could have foreseen,’’ said Dr. 
Adams, ‘‘when we first entered upon this 
project that a panic was so soon to follow? 
That has hurt very gravely. It Kept us be- 
hind, and made our promises for immediate 
eompletion appear intentionally false. We 
found great difficulty in negotiating 
our bonds and ag alive, but we were 
not pushed to the wall. 

‘*‘No, we have never ceased working atit 
atany time,and now we expect to go for- 
ward more rapidly. Assoon asthe stretch 
to Alpine Heights is completed we will push 
on tothe rest of the way. We have sur- 
veyec the whole route, secured the 
right of way over most of It and finished the 
road bed of a thirty mile section in Christian 
County. Arrangements have now been 
made for the issue of a new biock of stock at 

50 a share to be issued only to stockholders 
of other issues. This restric- 
tion is made because we 
want to sell the stock ut 
a higher price when once more it is offered 
to the general puDlic.”’ 

“Can you tell when the section between 
Chicago and Alpine Heights will be in opera- 
tion?’’ 

‘*No, Idon’t like to make a prediction. I 
can’ttell what may happen. ‘there may be 
another panic or something else and 
then the peopie will ony laugh at me. 
I can only say that the work 
is being pushed forward rapidly now and 
that it will be completed despite all ob- 
stacies.’’ 

It will be remembered that this road in- 
tends making the 250 miles between the two 
cities in three hours, The bees system Is 
to be used, each car being supplied with its 
own motor. Four parallel tracks are pro- 
jected, two for freightand two for passen- 
wertraffic. Only the passenger tracks will be 
laid at first.

THREE DEAD. — 


Negro Assassins Lynched by a 
Midnight Mob in Mississippi. 


Taken From Tallulah Jail and Swung 
From the Court-House Gallery. 


THEY WERE IMPLICATED IN THE KILI- 
INGOF MANAGER BOYCE. 


NS 


Pour Men Have Now Paid the Penalty for 
Supposed Compiicity in the Crime— 
Other Suspects Pursued With Blood- 
hounds—They Have Taken Refuge in 
the Swamps—A Lynching in Tennes- 
see—Criminal Record. 


VICKSBURG, Miss., April 23.—Three negroes 
suspected of complicity inthe assassination 
of Manager Boyce of the Baunne Plantation, 
in Madison Parish, last Saturday, were 
hanged byamob at Tallulah iast night. 
Their names are Sam Slaughter, Tom Clax- 
ton and Dave Hawkins. Oneof the negroes 
inculpated in the assassination ef Boyce was 
shot on Saturday after being caught. 

Three of the suspects were taken to the jail 
at Tallulah for safe-keeping, but the bDoits 
and bars of the doors of that bastile proved 
unequal to the task of protecting the assas- 
sins. 

Shortly after midnight this morning a mob 
of determined men gathered near the jail 
yardin Tallulah and, organizing a court, 
proceeded to pass upon the gulit of the three 
negroes, and, after aome deliberation, de- 
cided thatthe prisoners were guilty of the 
crime for which they had been arrested. 
After this formality had been concluded 
the mobapproached the jail, overpowered 
guardsand secured the Keys. It was the 
work ofa few minutes to reach the prisone 
ers, Who were cowering in their cells, and 
drag them out. One by one the three 
negroes, who pleaded for mercy and avowed 
their innocence, had ropes placed about 
their necks and were swung from the balus- 
trades of the court-house gallery. 

Four more of the men suspected of being 
concerned in Boyce’s assassination are still 
In the swamps north of the rallroad between 
Milliken Bend roadandtheriver. The hunt 
is being vigorously pressed, but the dogs 
could not follow the trall owing to the cold, 
The river and ail avenues of escape are 
closely guarded,and the ultimate capture of 
the men is regarded as only a question of 
time. It seems certain that they will he 
lynched when they are apprehended. 

Boyce’s remains were sentto his home in 
South Carolina last night. It is riddled with 
balls and eight wounds were counted. The 
murderers fired in a volley forty or fifty shots 
atonce. They were principally tenants on 
Orescent plantation and led by the Claxtons. 


Labor Agitator Killed. 

BLUEFIFLDs, W. Va., April 23.—Patrick 
O’Brien, a labor agitator, was killed yester- 
day at Turner Ridge by a miner named Har- 
rison for trying to get the coal miners inthe 
Flat Top Region to joininthe general strike. 
There are 25,000 men in this district, and 
a Was sent here to urge them to go 
out, 

O’Brien had made aspeech pleading with 
the men to strike when Harrison, a forelign- 
er, addressed the miners most of whom are 
also foreigners, ielling them that O’Brien 
was theretodothemharm. O’Brien callea 
nim a lar, and liarrison plunged a knife into 
him. lie then fled to the mountains. 

The miners seem determined to keep at 
work, and more trouble Is feared as further 
efforts to get them out wil! be made.

Rank by the General,

QOMPANY C ORDERED TO GIVE UP ITs 
BADGES ARD DISBAND. 


Capt. Spead’s Pathetic Parting With His 
Men—Kelly Acoused of Appropriating 
Funds Donated—Battle With a Knife 
and a Club-—The California Battalion 
Refuse to Taxe Strikers’ Places—Cav- 
alry in an Emergency. 


NEOLA, Io., April 23.—Kelly’s industrial 
army awoke to-day to find itself in a state of 
mutiny. The young general promptly rose 
tothe occasion, and before the march east- 
ward was begun a Colonel had Deen stripped 
of his rank and a company of Ofty 
men dismissed from the service. 
The first trouble arose during the 
night when Col. Baker issued orders contrary 
to those of Kelly, who had instructed that no 
men be allowed to leave the camp. Baker 
told the men that they could leave camp if 
they wished, and as soon as the bugle 
@roused the army a court-murtial was called. 
The officers declared unanimously against 
Baker and he was promptly expelled, much 
to the satisfaction of the meu. 


SERIOUS TROUBLE. 

During the breakfast a more serious 
trouble occurred. A man in Co, C of Sacra- 
mento quarreled with a comrade and drew a 
knife. His associates promptly seizeda club 
@nd with friends began a beating. Kelly ap- 
peared on the scene and ordered the three 
men transferred to another company. To 
this Co. C objected, and with that the Gen- 
eral ordered them intothe ranks. They re- 


fused to go. 

**Company C Is disbanded,’’ shouted Kelly. 
**The men may join other companies but 
must follow orders hereafter.’’ 

Matters immediately assumed a threaten- 
ing aspect. Loud cGenunclations of Kelly 
were heard, some of the men openly accus- 
ing their commander of appropriating funds 
donated to the armytohis own use. Col, 
Spead, in whose regiment Company O be- 
longed, made an appeal for his men, but 
Kelly was obdurate. 

Moving the other divisions forward into 
town, he ordered a sergeant to call the roll 
of Company C, and as each man stepped for- 
ward he was asked if he was willing to join 
another company. Officers and men promptly 
responded that they would go forward as 
Company © or notatall. They were or- 
dered to give up their badges and leave. 
When the little scene was over Ool. Spead, 
who is extremely popular with the Sacra- 
mento division, beganan address. He was 
deeply affected as he told the men of his deep 
sympatkry for them. 

**But men do not count in 
a movement as this,’’ he de- 
clared. ‘‘Itisthe principle to which men 
must be sacrificed. Iknow and love eyery 
one of you, but I must leave you and go on.’’ 

A PATHETIC PARTING, 

Then camethe parting. Spead extended 
his hand and with tears streaming down his 
sun-burned’ cheeks said brokenly, ‘*Good- 
bye, boys.’’ 

The men rushed forward and with wet eyes 
and in broken voices bade their chief fare- 
well. 

‘*Wewlll follow you, Colonel,’’ they said, 
*‘but we have veen unjustly treated.’’ 
When the last farewell was said Spead turned 
away with his handkerchiefto his eyes and 
w ad down t&e biuffs alone to jointhe 

in body. 

The littie band with fagand banners low- 
ered watched him as he left them, many of 
the men sobbing aloud. At last Capt. Moss 
stepped before the men and asked if they 
were willing to follow him on East. 

‘Col. Spead will bring Kelly around,’’ he 
said, *‘and wewill be back in the army be- 
fore to-morrow.’’ 

After a brief consultation the men de- 
clared their willingness to goand giving three 
rousing cheers for Spead, marched along 
the biuf past the army, down, up along 
the wagon road and started up the st. Paul 
railroad tracks for Avoca where the army 
was to spend the night. 

HOSPITABLE FARMERS. 

**After the excitement attending the inci- 
Gent had subsided Kelly marshaled his troops 
and the march to Avoca, eighteen miles 
away, was begun. The ftarmersof the sur- 
rounding country had provided about 100 
wagons, and the greater part of the men 
were carried, Oneor two companies were 
compelled to go afoot, and the deposed Col, 
Baker joined the ranks In one of these along 
the line of march.’’ 

Ihe men were vigorously cheered, and 
every mile or so farmers met the ranks with 
wagon loads of provisions for the army. The 
day was bright and warm and good time was 
made. Dinner was taken ina pretty grove 
about nine miles from Neola, and the army 
reached Avoca about on time. The indus- 
trials received an ovation as they marched 
into the town and were well provided with 
rations.

FRIEDMAN FOUND DEAD. 


The Missing Man Committed Suicide at 
the Hotel Barnum. 


William Friedman who registered at Hotel 
Barnum ‘as 8. M. Rosenta!l, Denver, Colo., 
last Friday, and was assigned to room 23, 
blew out his brains some time between Fri- 
day night and Sunday morning. On last 
Thursday his brother, Julius Friedman, who 
is with the Fair Shoe and Clothing Co., notil- 
fied the police that William was missing 
and asked themtotry to locate him. Yes- 
terday morning the sad truth was known. 
The chambermald at the hotel, falling to get 
any response to her knocking and finding the 
dvor locked, so reported the matter at the 


office, 

The porter, John Kennedy, anda bellboy 
were sent to investigate, and looking 
through the transom saw Friedman lying on 


the floor with a bullet hole in his head and a 
pistol tightly clutched in his righthand. He 
had evidently been dead some time. 

Upon the dresser wasa note clearly writ- 
ten ina plain, bold hand which said that he 
had killed himself to ernd his troubles and 
was very sorry to bring disgrace on his dear 
ones. Heasked that his brother Jullus be 
notified and also the firm of Merthelimer- 
Swarts Shoe Co,, for whom he intended to 
work. The body wastaken to the Morgue, 
and thence to his brother’s house,912 Whittier 
street. 

Friedman’s relatives here deny any knowl- 
edge of the troubles to which he refers In his 
letter and can assign nocause for his sulcide, 
He had come here from Denver only a few 
days ago and had secured a position to travel 
for the Wertheimer-Swarts Shoe Co. As he 
had been in Denversome timeand received 
many letters from there and was always 
anxious about his matl from that city it Is 
supposed thatifhe had any cares they must 
have originated outthere. So faras his fam- 
ily knows and believes he was not married. 

Deputy Coroner Albers held the inquest on 
the remains of Friedman and returned a Vers 
dict of suicide. 


TO ARRANGE THE &CHEDULE. 


President Ingalls of the Big Four Goes 
to New York—Afternoon Trains. 


General Western Agent Snyderof the Big 
Four received information this morning from 
headquarters tnat President Ingalls would 
leave this evening for Now York, where he 
willconfer with the officials of the Vanderbilt 
system regarding the inauguration 
of the big Four’s fast express be- 
tween St. Louis and New York. Until after 
this conference has been held no schedule 
can be arranged for this train, as the time of 
departure willhave to beregulated by the 
schedule of the Lake Shore and the New York 
Central. While no time card can be arranged 
just at the present time it isan absolute 
certainty that the afternoon train will be 
put on the first week in May. 

One of the most glaring faults of the pres- 


ent fast-train service between St. Louls and 
the West is that which !s to be corrected by 
the improved C., B. & 4. schedule, which 
omits Kansas Olty. The Missour! Pacific 
route to Denver has for years been conspicu- 
ously slow,and this fact has been attributed 
In large measure to the laying-by 
of passengers at kansas City. Not 
only isthe run from iaolatuv Kansas City 
and from Kansas City to Holden, where the 
main line of fhe Missour! Pacific is reached, 
responsible fora large waste of time, but 
passengers bound for st. Louls are detained 
from early evening unt!!l near midnight be- 
fore getting started on theirway. On the 
other hand Uhicago-bound passengers are 
hurried on as s800n f the Western 
connection arrives. while the 
Chicago-Denver constantly 
improving the St. Louls-wvenver service is at 
a standstill, and will be until the inaugura- 
tion of the ‘*Q’’—Big Four improvement. 

In 1888the run from St. Louls to Denver 
was faster in miles per hour than the Chi- 
eago- Denver run, Dut while there has been 
littie improvement between St. Louls and 
Denver inthattime, Chicagois now practi- 
caliy Dut Ome and one-haif hours farther 
from Denver than is &t. Louls, although the 
Gistance difference is _ i00 miles. In 
1893 St, Louls trains to Denver 
ran twenty-six miles an hout, Chicago 
trains thirty miles. In other directions 
there has been actual deterioration. In 1883 
the Wabash train to Council Bluffs made the 
distance of 411 milesinié4é hours and 25 min- 
utes, or 28 miles an hour; but in 1892 it made 
26 miles an hour, covering the distance in 
15 hours and 40 minutes, 1 hour and 15 min- 
utes’ slower time. But Chicago-Council 
Bluffs trains constantly im proved their time. 
In 1887 they made the distance in 21 hours 
but now they cover it in 15 hours, or 
annihilating distance because Chicago 
and Council Blulfs are 490 miles apart, but St. 
Louls ana Council! Blufts are 411 miles. 

These are the points which have stimulated 
St. Louls business people toapply for better 
service; and the alacrity with which some of 
the lines are responding is accepted as indl- 
cating that the criticisms are well grounded 
and reform unavoidable. The meetin 
of rallroad men with 
Club representatives will have 
representation of the responsible officials of 
the interested lines. Col. veorge E. Leigh- 
ton, for the Commercial Club committee, 
will make the first and probably the princl- 
al formal presentation of the pupular side.

Milk Inspector Sullivan Will Push Pros- 
ecutions Now Pending. 


WILL STOP THE SALE OF SKIMMED AND 
ADULTERATED MILE. 


Another Bill Which Will Cover Defects 
of the Stone Law Will Be Prepared by 
Mr. Francis — Boulevard 
Owners Not Enjoying the Privileges 
for Which They Are Taxed. 


Milk Inspector J. E. Sullivan said this 
morning that he would renew the crusade 
against milk and dairymen who are still 
selling skimmed and adulterated milk. 

There are At present about fifteen cases 
pending in the Police Court, which were 
continued with the vain hope that 
they would be dismissed as 
soon as Mr. Stone passed his _ Dill. 
These will now be taken up and vigorously 
prosecuted. 

Dr. Sullivan says he will also endeavor to 
have an ordinance passed giving him four 
additional inspectors to ald in forcing the 
milk men to keep their milk up to the stan- 
dard and prevent the sale of the skimmed or 
watered article. The feeling among the de- 
feated dairymenruns very highat present 
against his office and he anticipates being 
compelled to call in the aid of Chief Harrigan 
and his men to enable him to enforce the 
law. ‘‘Some of those fellows,’’ he said, 
‘*thate me sothat they won’t let metakea 
sample from the wagon. One of them actual- 
ly kicked me off his wagon not long ago and 
this is not the treatment I intend to put up 
with. If mecessary I will get the Chief 
to detail an officer toaccompany me. Judge 
Claiborne has declared the present law to be 
constitutional, andthe city’s interests de- 
mand that it be enforced.’’ 

Mayor Walbridge said this morning that 
while he wanted the milk lawenforced he 
thought the best thing the Assembly could 
do would be to passalaw that would fully 
cover the case, both as to the dairies and the 
Sale of milk. 

Chief Sanitary Officer Francis announced 
to-day that he would prepare another ordl- 
nance which would coverallthe cefects of 
the Stone bill, and give the citizensa law 
which would bea sanitary as well as a com- 
mercial measure. 


Boulevard Owners’ Complaint. 


A delegation of property owners represent- 
ing interests along Washington, Delmar and 
Page boulevards will appear before the Board 
of Pablic Improvements at the meeting to- 


morrow and ask the board to reconsider its 
action inawarding contracts for maintain- 
ing these streets. 

ihe main reason assigned for this request 
is that these streets, and others with twoor 
three exceptions,are boulevards by name on- 
ly, the rules and regulations governing them 
having never been enforced. 

Hucksters are permitted to sell their goeds 
on them, and heavy vehicles of all kinds use 
them as thoroughfares. 

The property owners contend that by the 
award ofthese contracts they will be com- 
pelled to pay double special taxes without 
receiving any additional benefits to those 
enjoyed by owners on ordinary streets. The 
assurance of the StreetCommissioner that the 
boulevard law will be strictly enforced Is 
taken by them withan allowance of consid- 
erable latitude. They maintain that 
the regulation applying to all 
kinds of heavy traffic cannot reasonably 
be enforced until the side streets connecting 
these boulevards are put in proper condl- 
tion. The heavy traffic is forced on the 
boulevards for the reason that thereare no 
other streets available. They claim, more- 
over, that the specifications are loosely 
drawn as regards the keeping of plants, trees 
and grass plots in proper condition. 

At present each property owner pays a 
sprinkling license for his lawn, and, as he 
will be compelied to pay for sprinkling done 
by the contractor, this will impose a double 
tax. There are other provisions, all of which 
will be fully aired at to-morrow’s meeting,

OFFICIAL FEES. 


The Question to Be Settled in the Case of 
Ossian D. Ashley. . 


WASHINGTON, April 23.—The cases of Ossian 
D, Ashley and others, trustees, plaintiffs in 
error, vs. Daniel J. Ryan, Secretary of the 
State of Ohlo, is assigned for argument to- 
day before a full bench of the Supreme 
Court. The controversy involves the validity 
of the Ohlo statute fixing the fees to be 


charged by the Secretary of State for official 
services. plaintiffs were charged 
with of reorganizing the 
various rallway in the 
Wabash system, purchased by them under 
foreclosure ¢proceedings upon ae general 
mortgage, which covered all its property 
and franchisein Ohio, Michigan, Indiana, 
Illinois and Missouri. Prior to June, 1889, 
they had become purchasers of all such lines 
and had separately conveyed the rallway 
properties in each of the States to a local 
corporation duly organized therein, On Aug. 
1, 1885, plaintiffs tendered to Ryanan agree- 
ment of the five corporations 
whereby the roads were united 
under the name of the Wabash 
tfallroad Co,, withj an aggregate capital 
stock of $52,000,000. Plaintiffs offered him 
$700 asthe proper official fee for recording 
the same, but Mr. Ryan refused to accept, 
file or record the document unless he was 
first paid $52,000, claiming that under the act 
of Feb. 12, 1889, the fee demandable by law 
for such serviees was one-tenth of 1 percent 
on the capital stock of 653,000,000. The case 
was taken to the Common Pleas Uourt of 
Franklin Co, O., which held the act was 
valid, which ruling was affirmed both in the 
Circuit and in the Supreme Court of Ohio. 

Three interesting cases involving, so far as 
the Supreme Court is concerned, the same 
questions, algo assigned for argument to- 
day, are those on the New York, Lake Erie & 
Western Rallroad Co., plaintiff in error, vs. 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania. About 
thirty miles of rallroad of this company’s 
line runs through the State of Pennsylvania 
andthe question at issue is whether its se- 
curities are liable to the State tax of 8 mills 
on the dollar of the value thereof. In the 
year 1888, from which time the present litiga- 
tion began, the company’s indebtedness was 
$78,578,485. 

The treasurer of the railroad sompany in 
paying the interest on the outstanding bonds 
in that year did not ascertain the amount of 
such bonds owned Dy residents of Pennsyl- 
vania and did not assess any Pennsylvania 
A report of the indebted- 
ness of the company was made to the Auditor- 
General of the State, and it set forth that the 
officers of the company did not Know that 
any of the bonds were owned in Pennsyl- 
Vania, but had reason to Delleve that they 
were nearly all owned by’ non-residents. 
the Auditor-General settled Yr account 
against the company for a tax of 8 mills upon 
the entire amount of the outstanding bonds, 
from which the company appealed to tne 
court. The eourt found that although It did 
not positively appear that any bonds were so 
held at thetimeof payment of interest, yet 


as a fact $841,000 worth were at some time in

~ SIX IN THE SEA. 


Lost in the Wreck of the Steamer 
Los Angeles. 


Lives 


MONTERFY, Cal., April 23.—From the latest 
information to be had here it is to be be- 
lieved that at least six lives were lost with 
the steamer Los Angeles, which struck on 
tne rocks off Point Sur late Saturday night. 

Three bodies have been cast upon the 
beach near the light-house. These are the 
bodies of Timothy Nolan, fireman of the 
steamer; —— Fitzgerald, a passenger, and 
a hostler named Saunders from Los Angeles. 

The youth who died inone of the life boats 
from exposure in the water and while cling- 
ing to the rigging was the son of Mrs. 
Augusta Curtin of Los Angeles. It is also 
known that S. N. Sheridan, an aged passen- 
ger from Ventura, and a Chinese steerage 
passsenger from Los Angeles were drowned, 

The manner of Fireman Nolan’s death was 
an added terror tothe occupants ofthe life- 
boat in which he attempted to reach the 
shore. The menatthe oars worked at the 
heav craft almost into the breakers 
whic pounded up against the steep, 
rocky cliffs at the summit of which 
is Point sur Lighthouse, but 
so dangerous was their position in the heavy 
swell that they dared not attempta landing 
below the cliff. When they put about and 
headed out to sea again Nolan plunged into 
the sea, Getermined to swim to the rocky 
shore. It was little less than suicide for he 
drowned in full sight ofallinthe boat. It is 
believed that later reports will reveal a still 
greater loss of life. 

The steamer Los Angeles has now sank 
below the surface of the water. Nothing can 
be saved. There was no insurance upon the 
vessel or her cargo which Is estimated to be 
worth $50, 000. 


EARTHQUAKE AND DEATH, 


One Hundred and Twenty-nine Persons 
Perish in Greece. 

ATHENS, April 28.—It has now been ascer- 
tained that 129 persons were killedat Male- 
sina, Proskina and Martino by the earth- 
quake shock which began Friday night. At 
Proskina while services were being held in 
the parish church the wallsofthe church 
fell, burying all the worshipers in the ruins, 
Thirty were taken out dead. 

In the District of Atalanti eight villages 


have been wrecked, forty-eight persons 
killed ana several hundred injured. The 
Peiral Pelli was rent asunder and sank to the 
bottom near the harbor. Violent shocks 
were felt throughout the Eubosa and the 
islands. Quite a number of houses were 
wrecked in Athens. 

Telegraphic communication with many 
parts of the country is impaired, which ren- 
ders it impossible to get full information re- 
garding the destruction of the earthquake,

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LET PUBLIC INTERESTS RULE. 

It is obvious that in the conscientious 
discharge of duty the commission for the 
districting of the city under the new 
justices law can etrive for only two 
objects, viz.: the location of the 
courts where they will best serve 
the convenience of the people and the di- 
vision of the city in sucha manner that 
there will beafair opportunity for good 
citizens to control the elections fin each 
district. 

No plan which gives overcertain dis- 
tricts to ‘‘gangs’’ of the vicious elements, 
no plan which places the courts where 
they cannot be easily reached by the 
people most concerned in them, or where 
good candidates are not available, or 
which so divides the city that the business 
portions are concentrated ina few districts 
and the residence portions in others, would 


be satisfactory. 

It is plain that under the ward-grouping 
plan itis difficultto avoid any of these

PAYSICIAN, HEAL THYSELF. 


In his letter to Chauncey F. Black, 
President Cleveland betrays some misgiv- 
ings about the prospects of his party. 
There is in it alsoa hint that he himself 
is not entirely satisfied with his own 
course since his inauguration. 

All who are charged on behalf of the Dem.- 
ocratic party with the redemption of these 
pledges should now be impressively remind - 
ed that as we won our way to victory uncer 
the banner oftarif reform, so our insistence 
upon that principle ts the condition of our 
retention of the people's trust; and that 
fealty to party organization demands the 
subordination of our individual advantages 
and wishes, and the putting aside of petty 
and ignoblie jealousies and bickerings when 
party principles and perty integrity anda 
party existence are at stake. 

The President does not forget that the 


battle of 1892 was won on the issue of tariff 
reform, and perhaps he has some remorse 
that he did forget it during the first weeks 
of his administration. He let slip the 
goiden opportunity and sleepily neglected 
to call Congress together to redeem the 
pledge given by him and his party. It 
may be too late now. The ‘‘insistence’’ 
upon the principle of tariff reform which 
he thinks so necessary was not less neces- 
sary in March and April, 1893. All that 
the President and bis party can do now is 
to correct his first blunder as best they 
may. 

But while President Cleveland 
much alive to this necessity he does not 


is very 
seem to be equally clear on other matters 
hardly less vital. & is easy enough for 
Democrats ‘‘to put aside petty and ig- 
noble jealousies and bickerings,’’ but it is 
not so easy for them to forget that if party 
principles and party integrity are at stake 
it is because the President himself has not 
demonstrated in his admistration a 
clear understanding ‘of party principles.

HE WORKED LIKE “‘NO. 1” OF THE 


FENIAN: BROTHERHOOD. 


A Leader of American Anarchists—Oon- 
nected With Polti, Who Has Turned 
Queen's Evidence—The Stubborn Bat- 
tle of Hungarian Workingmen With 
Police and Soldiers—General Foreign 
News. 

Lowpok, April 23.—The Italian Anarchist, 
Guiseppe Ferrari, who was arrested here 
yesterday, was brought up at the Bow Street 
Police Court to-day. On his person were 
found a copy of the Italian newspaper, Credo 
Degli Oppresst, printed in New York and dated 


"March, 1894, and a card bearing the name of 


Francis Politi, the Anarchist who was re- 
cently arrested at Clerkenwall with a bomb 
in bis possession. 

The arrest of Ferrari was caused by the 
revelations of Polti, who informed the police 
that Ferrari occupied the same 
position among the American An- 
archists as ‘‘No. i’’ occupied among 
the Fenian Brotherhood. He controlled the 
collection and distribution of the Anarchist 
funds, and directed the manufacture and 
disposal of the bombs intended for use in 
England and abroad. It also appears 
that Ferrari was elected at the Interna- 
tional Conference of Anarchists, held at The 
Hague in 1891, to direct the operations in En- 
gland. It is added that the greater part of 
the Anarchist funds came to England from 
Belgium, the money being forwarded to 
Ferrari, who divided it among the active 
agents of the cause of Anarchy. 

Ferrari, who is atailor by trade, was a 
member of the Autonomy Club and recruited 
many foreigners in the workshop. 

Polti asserts that Ferrari furnished money 
to Bourgin, the French Anarchist who was 
fatally injured by the premature discharge 
ofabomb which he was carryingén Green- 
wich Park. Politi also asserts that Ferrari 
paid him money and promised him 41a week 
for life if he eaused an explosion. He was 
also promised the assistance of the best 
lawyers in the country in case he was 
arrested. 

Ferrari’s lodging in Clerkenwall were 
raided on Wednesday last; but the Italian 
had evidently been alarined by the arrest of 
Poltiand had made good his escape. He 
was tracedto a house on Church street, 
Stratford, where he was arrested at 2 o’clock 
yesterday morning. A quantity of Anarchist 
literature and many important documents 


were found in his rooms. These documents 
will be of the greatest assistance to the po- 
lice of other countries besides Engiand. 

In addition to the New York newspaper and 

card found upon Ferrari when he was ar- 
rested were documents giving detalis con- 
cerning the various Anarchist meetings 
which have taken place in London for some 
time past. 
“Perrari, at Buw street, this morning aa- 
mritted his complicity with Polti, and the 
police believe that they have, beyona doubt, 
arrested the head center and chief of the 
Anarchists of London, Polti is reported to 
have entirely turned Queen’sevidence and to 
be prepared to assist the police in the prose- 
cution of Ferrari and otuers whose arrests 
are anticipated within the near future. 


THE PRISONER'S TAREAT. 
@At the examination of Ferrari to-day the 
police testifed that while being taken to 
the police station, Ferrari said that if he had 
money he would not be taken ‘‘like this.’’ 


Continuing the prisoner said: ‘‘l would 
have brought my revolvers and would have 
killed six or seven ofyou. I was an idiotto 
zo to Low street when Meunter'’s affairs were 
on; but I went there for the purpose of see- 
ing Inspector Melville, so that I might recog- 
nize him, as lintended to kill fHilm.

people of this city is produced, the Govern - 

iment has decided to appoint a select com- 

mittee of the House of Commons to investl- 

ey the entire question with a view toward 
gisiative action. 

According to the voluminous reports sub- 
mitted tothe Government by the institute 
five-sixths ofall the bread consumed by the 
citizens of London is produced in cellar bak- 
erie sthat Violate the Orst principles of san- 
itation. There are thousands of cellars 
or Dasement bakeries where journeymen 
bakers work all night and far tato the morn- 
ing, that are not morethan 6 feet high, 
10 feet in length ana about 12 feet in width. 
As a@ general rule the four is at one end of 
the bake se, the oven at the other, 
and the pile of coal inthe middie. Along the 
line are the Kneading troughs. Sewer gas 
enters through the drains opening in 
the Moor, While further pollution is caused 
by the ground air and damp sucked 
into the heated cellar through the floor- 
~ In the low-lylog districts every heavy 
ralofall forces up the sewerage into the bake- 
house. Vegetabie matter decays and accum.- 
vlates and varmen of ali kinds breed 
and multiply in the sweltering atmos. 
phere. Ail these noxious conditions, it ts 
claimed, are communicated to the Dread and 
thus what shoulda De the staff of life goes out 
spreading disease and death. A census 
shows thatthere are nearly 25,00) bakers in 
London and its surroundings working night 
by night under these conditions.

The Mines Are Located in the District 

_ Below Sparta—Thére Are Also 250 
Men Out atthe Halliday Mines at 8t. 
Johns, Tll.—MNo Strikes in the Belle 
ville District, ‘ 

A number of the men employed at the coal 

mines in the St. Louis district are now out. 


Work is going onas usual inthe Belleville 
mines, but there are 1,000 men out tn the 


} mines along the Mobile & Ohio road, and the 


miners afte also out in the Du Quoin district, 
where the settlement of the  annnal 
scale has not yet been effected. The 
big Holliday mines at St. John’s, 
one or two miles from Du Quoin 
were closed on Saturday. About 250 
miners quit work at noon. Advices received 
by local operators indicate that the strike Is 
in sympathy with the general movement 
started at Columbus. The mine is operated 
by the Hallidays of Cairo, Ill, 

General Manager James OC. Simpson ofthe 
Consolidated Coal Co. said he had heard of 
no trouble anywhere in the St. Louis district. 
‘Our mines are working as usual to. 
Gay. Wedo not anticipate trouble either 
for ourselves or for other operators 
in the Sst. Louls territory. There are 
no grounds yet to increase our output. 
itis entirely too early to think of that. If 
the strike East becomes more general and 
continues very long we may consider doing

THE DU QUOIWN SITUATION, 


President J. H. Sylvester of the Sylvester 
Coal Co, said that the troubles at Du Quoin 
were not yet settled, but he does not expect 
the general strike to prolong the strugzle. 

**The Du Quoin miners have been out since 
March 24,’’ he explained, **pending the 
adoption of a new scale. The operators 
there had been paying morethan was paid 
anywhere else in Illinois for similar work, 
and they are simply trying to get on an equal 
basis with their competitors. In this effort 
they are a unit. There is usually some 
delay in agreeing on a scale. 


The strike East may create a better demand 
for Illinois coal. owever, there would not 
be sufficient permanency in sucha situation 
to Justify the restoration of the old scale.’’ 

Letters received from Du Quoin by Mr. Sy}l- 
vester reported the strixe atthe Halliday 
Mine, St. Jobns. 

General Manager W. 8. Scott ofthe Mis- 
sour! and Illinois Coal Co. left early this 
morning to visit the mines of Belleville. He 
was somewhat alarmed by the news that a 
meeting had been held there to discuss the 
situation. Since then no news has arrived at 
the office, but it is supposed the mines are 
operating to-day. 

The mines of the Crown Coal and Tow Co. 
at Belleville and Harmony Station were 
operated Saturday. Their Genera! Manager 
is at the mines to-day. 

General Manager J. D. Crabbof the Madi- 
son Coal Co, said all was serene at their 
mines at Madison, Mount Olive and 
Glen Carbon. We expect no 
trouble because there has been 
no reduction in our district at all, and the 
men express themselves as cohtent with 
present conditions. 

The St. Loulsand Big Muddy Coal Co. », Op- 
erating at.Cartersville announce an equally 
satisfactory state of affairs. 

The Missouri and Kansas Coal Co. of 
which Wr. EliiJ. Crandall is General Mana- 
ger, does not compete in this market. They 
do notexpecttrouble at any of their mines 
at Ardmore, Bevier, Fieming, Litenfleld or 
PittsDurg, han.

SOXE GO DOWN AND SOME GO UP AND 
SOME HOLD THEIR OWR, 


Wheat Longs Liquidating May—Corn the 
Strongest on the List-OCrop News— 
Available Supplies. 


The strike on the Great Northern road con- 
tinues to limit wheat receipts at Duluth and 


Minneapolis. 
Baltic ports shipments of wheat will proba- 


bly preve to be very large to account for the 
heavy inerease in ‘*ocean wheat.’* , 
None of the local stock of wheat has Deen 
changed overto July asyet, the difference 
between May ana July not being wide enough 
to sult the present carriers of the stock. 
There is now the extraordinary amount of 
40,000,000 bu wheat (and flour as wheat) on 
the ocean headed for Europe. This is an in- 
crease last week of 1,640,000 and 800,000 bu 


larger than one year ago. 

Outside liquidation in May and some selling 
of July for New York account, the largest 
amount wheat soldin Chicago was by Parda- 
ridge, says the private wires this morning. 
Later, Pardridge was said to be covering. 

India shipped very little wheat last week, 
Beerbohm reporting only 80,000 bu, a falling 
off of 240,000 bu from the week before and 
540,000 less than corresponding week last 
ear. Since their present season opened 
ndia has only exported 600,000 bu, not half 
the amount for same period last year. 


The statistical position of wheat in Call- 
fornia is thus given 7 the San Fraarcisco 
Bulletin: We are not going te starve if we do 
not raise a pound of wheat this year. There 
is a large surplus still leftinthe State. Ac- 
cording to the returns made to the Produce 
Exchange, visible supplies in the State on 
Dec. 1, 1893, were 99,081 Dbis flour and 23,724,- 
031 Du wheat. Between Dec. 1, 1893, and 
April 1, 1894, there was added to this 
supply from Oregon and Washing- 
ton 652,813 # £4xDdarrels flour and 699, 295 
bu wheat, equal to 984,703 bu wheat, making 
a total supply of 27,574,874 bu. Since Dec. 1, 
1893, the amount used for seed is too small to 
enter into the calculation, and the other re- 
quirements have been as follows: For local 
consumption as food and feed, 2,140,000 bu; 
export clearances and shipped out of the 
State,176,687 bbls four and 4,499,816 bu wheat, 
equivalent in wheatto 6,294,907 bu, a total of 
7,434,907 .Du, which, Geducted from the 
total supply of 27,674,874 bu, leaves, in 
round numbers, 20,000,000 bu on April 1, 1894. 
With such a supply of wheat already on 
hand, wetake dry weather philosophically 
so far as an abundance of bread is concerned. 
There is much more than enough in the above 
total for seed next winter and for local con- 
sumption to July 1, 1895. With only ten 
inches of rain in this vicinity tn 1876-’77, the 
State produced over 10,000,000 ba wheat and 
we have had much more rain than that in 
the last few months.’’ 

The situation in cotton showed no improve- 
mentto-day. Advices from Liverpool were 
Gisappolnting, as spinners continue to buy 
very sparingly, and the receipts at the ports 
were again quite large. 

Imports into the United Kingdom last week 
were 225,000 Dbis flour, 2,928,000 bu wheat and 
1,260,000 bu @eorn. The English visible in- 
creased abuut 600,000 bu.

Proposed Change in the Method of 
Considering the Measure. 


THE INCOME TAX TO BE THE LA8sT 
FEATURE TAKEN UP. 


A Sbrew4 Flan Evolved by “‘Conserva- 
tive’’ Demoorate—How It Will Be 
Checkmated—ftrength of the Opposi- 
tion in the Senate—New Alliance 
Formed by the Sugar Trust—Secret 
Work of the Lobby. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 23.—The question 
now of absorbing Interest to the friends of 
the Wilson billin the Senate is the course to 
be pursued by the ‘*conservatives’’ in ob- 
structing progress on the measureand in 
voting upon it when the final roll is called. 
The real attitude of those Senators towards 
the billhas not been made any clearer by 
the recent replies of severalof them tothe 
arraignment of the Minnesota Democracy. 
They were charged with having held the 
bill up in caucus untilthe bulk of their de- 
mands were complied with, and with threat- 
ening its destruction unless the terms agreed 
upon should be carried out. The reply of 
those who bave spoken is that the Dill as 
reported by the Finance Committee Is 
acceptable to them, and in that form they 
will support it. 
Mr. Morgan, who secured a duty on fron 
ore; Mr. Camden, who got aduty on coal, 
and Mr. Caffery, who succeeded in having 
sugar puton the dutiable list, have all said 
that much, but they have not said, nor as 
yet will they say, what their action will be in 
the event that during the passage of the Dill 
through the amendment stage in the open 
Senate, those articlesin which they are so 
much interested are shorn of the advantages 
they have secured for,them. | 
And that isthe point. The leading ‘‘con- 
servatives’’ will notreply in that faltering 
way tothe arrangement. They are seasoned 
politicians who rather enjoy baving their 
attitude the subject of so much speculation. 
It contributes totheir prominence on the 
stage and it enables themto trace to some 
aavargtage on their party’s embarrassments 
and necessities. Messrs. Hill, Gorman, 
Brice aad Smith are not sensitive under the 
charge of making and forcing measures, and 
soon the general proposition of whether 
there shall or shall not bea tariff bill passed 
at this session of Congress, they elther keep 
their peace, or breaking silence content 
themselves with only pointing out features 
ofthe Wilson bill which they do not like 
and which they declare must be stricken out 
of the bill in the interest of the party. 

PLOTTING AND PLANNING. 
There is notalittle plottingand planning 
going on in quiet corners, however, and 
close observation discovers someof the im- 
portant points in the outline of the cam- 
paign. The ‘‘conservative’’ opposition to 
the bill will be led by Mr. Hill. Mr. Gorman 
and Brice do not relish dropping in, 
Mr. Hill’s programme is only partially re- 
vealed. His first move wilil beto have the 
free list considered and disposed of in ad- 
vance of the dutiable list. The object of this 
isto settle the questions of sugar, coal and 
iron ore, beforethe income tax is reached. 
Mr. Hill will vote fora tax on all those ar- 
ticles, and for generous duties in all cases, 
soasto settle the matter of a sufficient rev- 
enue for the support of the Government 
before the proposition for an income tax 
comes up for debate. His hope is 
to be able at that time to turn to 
his Democratic associates in the cham- 
ber and ask: ‘“‘Why an income 
tax? Itisnmot necessary. The billasit now 
stands will ralse money enough and to spare, 
and that redeemsthe party’s promise made 
to the people at Chicago. An income tax 
will cost us New York and New Jersey, and I 
implore you not to vote it into the bill.’ 
But Mr. Hill’s programme has not yet been 
approved by the Senate, and it may not De. 
Ihe friends of revenue reform, under the 
leadership of Mr. Harris, will insist on the 
regular course of procedure, which will call 
for the reading of the bDilland its idiscussion 
br paragraphin the form which it stands 
reported to the Senate. 
lhe contest over this question may arise 
promptly on Wednesday, and if it should 
several days may be consumed in the settle- 
ment of it. 
Mr. Hill has been absent from the city 
since Monday, and the impression is that he 
has been occupied in informing himself 
thorougly as tothe precedents. Mr. Harris 
likewise has been busy, and the parliamen- 
tary battle betweentwo so experlenced ex- 
perts will be viewed with great iuterest. 

THE REPUBLICAN PROGRAMME, 

Mr. Hillis counting on Republican support.

THK SUGAR TRUST. 


An Alliance Formed to Force Further 
Concessions From the Senate. 


WasHInGToN, D.C., April 23.—The Sugar 
Trust has formed an alliance with the more 
prominent ofthe Louisiana planters and re- 
finersand is secretly at work through its 
lobby and its friends in the Senate to secure 
further protective concessions in the tariff 
bill. Rumorshave been in circulation for 
s0me days that the sugar schedule was again 
to be revised, and although hints of changes 
favorable tothetrust have caused a big ad- 


vance in sugar certificates, it was not gen- 
erally supposed that the representatives of 
the trust were trying to force a greater pro- 
tection from the Finance Committee. 

The Post-DIsPATCH correspondent learns 
to-day, however, that the sugar lobby and 
the Loulsiana men are pressing for radical 
change in the whole sugar schedule. it will 
be recalled that Mr. Havemeyer, the head 
of the trust, inthe page advertisement in a 
New York paper a few weeks ago insisted 
that the only equitable method of imposing a 
duty on raw and refined sugar was on the 
ad valorem. Noone imagined at that time 
that Mr. Havemeyer’s utterances were in 
any way prophetic, butit now appears that 
the sugar trust has formed a combination 
with the more wealthy sugar capitalists of 
Louisiana to insist upon an almost complete 
change in the sugar schedule. 

Mr. Havemeyer and the Loutsiana men 
are now using all their influence in the Sen- 
ate to putthe schedule practically onanad 
valorem basis. In view of theinfluence the 
trust has been able to effectin the Senate, it 
is not surprising that it is now attempting to 
have the sugar schedule arranged according 
to its own liking. The new combination will 
er make an aggressive moveearly this 
week, 

The Louisiana men have arrived hereand 
Mr. Searles, who has been watching the Sen. 
ate as the representative of the trust, is now 
in New York consulting with Mr. Havemeyer 
as to the detaltls of the plan. It is learned 
that the trustand its allies aretodemanda 
40 per cent ad valorem duty on all grades of 
sugar, rawandrefined. The duties fixed in 
the pending bill according to the polar- 
iscopic test have been oppvused from the be- 
ginning by the trust, and it now intends to 
Gemandasa substitute forthema uniform 
aguty of 40 per cent ad valorem, The trust 
does not desire to have the cent duty on 
refined sugar changed, but is  seek- 
ing to secure tne further protection 
which would accrue from the imp92sition 
of a # per cent ad valorem duty 
on refined as well as raw sugur. It is es- 
timated thatif this new plan were to be 
adopted that the trust would realize an ad- 
ditional one-fifth of a cent on refined sugar, 
which would bring its protection up to about 
one-third ofacent. The40 percent duty on. 
raw sugar would also operate to increase 
its profits and the trust under its own 
proposition would receive not much less than 
the protection given to itinthe McKinley Dill. 

Mr. Havemeyer’s ad valorem plan has 
been submitted toa number of Senators, but 
it was not intendeuw that the fact that these 
radical changes were under advisement 
should become, public before the bill reached 
the stage where amendments will be pro- 
posed. 

‘ihe Louisiana men returned homea few 
weeks ago apparently satisfied with the 
schedule as it was reported by the Finance 
Committee. It is apparent that since then the 
Sugar Trust has been using its influence with . 
these men to bring pressure to bear to secure 
further changes in its interest. 

This is shown by the fact that the* Louls- 
lana planters and refiners have returned, 
and are pressing forthe ad valorem change 
which itis belleved will be of littie value to 
the planters compared with the great profits 
it will Dring the refiners. Mr. Havemeyer is 
expected back ina day or twoandthe fight 
will take on a more definite form,
